ATTEMPT TO STOP 
BURMA TROUBLE. 


‘LABOUR ON A FIFTY- 


The. report of the Conciliation 
Board established by the Govern- 
ment to thrash out details for a

The new journal will really re- 
present the fusion of four news- 
papers. Several ‘years ago the 
Daily News amalgamated with the 
Morning Leader, the paper thence- 
forth being known as the Daily 
News.and Leader, On February 
1, 1928, the Daily News amalgam- 
ated with the Westminster Gazetto 
and from. that time the paper has]. 
been known as the Daily News and 
Weatminster Gazette. Just as the 
old Leader vanished from the title, 
the name of tho Westminster 
Gazette ig now to vanish. 

The latter was formerly an 
evening paper published in London 
and distinguished from, ‘its con- 
temporaries ‘by its green ipaper. 
It changed hands some years ago 
and became a morning | paper, 
still retaining its Liberal attitude. 

The announcement in 1928 that 
the Westminster Gazette would 
cease to exist ag a separate news- 
paper, becoming absorbed into the, 
Daily News, fel] with the effect of 
a bomshell in Fleet, Street, the 
staff hearing of the change only a 
few hours ‘before it took place. 
The unexpected disappearance of 
the Westminster Gazette made a 
profound impression, but those re- 
sponsible for the’ amalgamation 
considered that the position. of 
Liberalism would be strengthened 
considerably by the amalgamation 
of two Liberal newspapers, 

Now that the Daily Chronicle and 
Daily News cease to exist as se- 
parate entities there is only one 
national Liberal newspaper.

London, June, 1 

The Duke of Connaught, who 
passed his eightieth birthday 2 
month ago, celebrated yesterday 
afternoon his fiftieth year” as 
Colonelsin-Chicf - of the _ Rifle 
Brigade. 

A special jubilee iparade of the 
regiment, with its. attached terri- 
torial battalions, was inspected in 
Hyde Park by the Duke. Fourteen

-HLR.H. the Duke. of Connaught 
was born at’ Buckingham Palace 
on May 1, 1850, He' ia the only 
surviving son ‘of Queen Victoria. 
Tralned at the Royal Military 
Academy, the Duke joined the 
Royal Engineers as Lieutenant in 
1868 and then after a short period 
in the Royal Artillery passed to 
the. Rifle Brigade. During | his 
long service he took part in the 
suppression of the, Penian rising’ 
in Canada and the war in Egypt. 
when he participated in the de- 
cisive battle of Tel-el-Kebir as 
commander of the Beeade of 
Guards. 

He later Spent several’ years in 
India ‘and in 1899 renounced ‘his 
succession to the German Duchy 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha rather 
than sever his connexion with the 
Army, He was promoted: Field 
.Marshal in 1902 and in 1911 went 
to Canada as. Viceroy: 
Governor-General, He allowed’ 
himself to be iprevailed on to re- 
main in.Canada for a second 
term, leaving the Dominion . in 
1916. 

As Field Marshal, ‘the Duke re- 
mained on the active list and in 
June 1928 the Army Council con- 
gratulated “him on having com- 
pleted sixty. years’ military ser- 
vice,
